Its Progress During the First
Century of its Existence
in the United States.

Eightieth Bession of the Philadelphia
Annual Conference—Meeting at Har-
risburg This Morning—The First
Day's Proceedings, Ete. Ete,

The HN‘V”I!’: ol the ]'jii_'illiv'”i Hussion of the
Philadelphia Annnal Conference of the M-

thodist bipiscopal Church, st Harrisburg, thig
morning, recalls the fact this large and intiu-
ential denomination has jnst completed the
firet century of its existence in the United
States, and in this connection a brief outline
of the rise and progress of the Church during
this period will not be withont interest,
Twenty-eight years after the foandation of
the new faith in England, it was first preached
in the present limits of this country by
Philip Embury, a carpenter by trade and a |
native of Treland, in which country he was
borm in 1728, In 1762 he made a profession
of religion, was subsequently licensed as o
local preacher, and finally settled in New
York city in Augnst, 1700, Some time dur-
ing the month of October, 1766, he preached
his first sermon in his own private residence,
on Barrack street, now City Iall Place., The
vongregition consisted of four porsons only—
Barbara Heck, her husband Paul, & hired man |
by the name of John Lawrence, and a colored
servant ealled Betty., These fonr wers formed
into a class, with Philip Embury for their
leader; but their numbers Inoroased quite
rapidly, and to accommodate them a sail-loft
on Horse-nnid-onrt lane was rented and fitted

up. Thia apartment was located on the site
of No. 120 William street, and was not de
molished antil 1854, About the =ame tine

Robert Strawbridge, another looal predcher,
likowise from Ircland, began to preach in
Frederick county, ,\l:ll_‘.'lilllll. On the 30th of
October, l-i"'r-‘“. l'lllhl' ]':lll}ll”"\' dedicated the
first regular church of the denomination, n
very rude building, sixty by forty-two feet in
dimensions, and situated on the ground now
occupied by the John Street Chuarch in New
York,

The foundation of the Chureh in this eity is
credited to Captain Webb, an officer of the
British anny, who had embraced the faith in
Bristol, England, in 1765. He preached his
first sgermon in Philadelphia, in 1708, his audi-
ence-room being nothing more than a sail-loft,
It was throngh his instrumentality that the
old 8t, GGeorge’s Church, on Fourth street, was
secured for the use of the vongregation. The
first Annual Conference was held in this build-
ing, on the 1dth of July, 1775, at which time
the denomination numbered gbout 1100 mem-
bers and ten preacherg, only one of whom was
a native of the country. Annnal Conferences
were subsequently hald for nineteen years in
succassion, when it becime necessary, on -

count of their number, to organize a General
Conference, in which the then eighteen An-
nual Conferences were represented.  Tho pro-
gross of the Church, from its foundation to
the present time, is shown by the following |
statement, embraving the number of preachers

The Philadelphia Annual Conference, whiclh
miet in its eightieth session this moming, was
organized in its present form in 1786, it being
at that time one of the six Annual Confarences
into which the entire Charch was divided. It
